In the war of the airwaves which 
rages nightly between Germany and 
the Allies the latter are receiving 
valuable support from the secret 
German 
Freedom 
Station. 
This 
transm itter, which has baffled the 
entire world since it was first heard 
in January, 1937, sends nightly 
broadcasts to Germany. As mouth­ 
piece of the German underground 
movement, it has long advocated 
overthrow of the Hitler regime. 
The Freedom Station is working 
against amazing odds. From the 
outset it has had the entire m a­ 
chinery of the German Gestapo 
against it. But efforts to jam it on 
the air find it not unprepared, lf 
broadcasts on its usual wave-length 
of 29.8 meters are interfered with, 
it can readily switch to another 
wave. Nor have efforts to counter­ 
act its influence with a fake Free­ 
dom Station been more effective. 
The station has been silenced occa­ 
sionally, but never for long. 
Only a few insiders know where 
the station is located. At one time 
or another it was believed to broad­ 
cast from A ustria, the Sudeten te r­ 
ritory, Russia, Spain and Luxem­ 
bourg, and even from Honolulu and 
Iceland. Most people, however, be­ 
lieve it operates within Germany it­ 
self, and Gestapo, storm troopers 
and elite guards have tried desper­ 
ately to hunt it down. Barns, boat­ 
houses, and lonely cottages from 
the Alps to the Baltic seacoast have 
been searched. One day all cars 
on roads leading to Berlin were 
stopped, following a tip th at the 
transm itter was installed in an au­ 
tomobile headed for the capital. 
Another time all furniture vans in 
W firttemberg were halted. 
Even 
barges on tfee Rhine have been in­ 
cluded in the hunt. 
The hunt is not only for the 
transm itter, however, but for its 
audience as well. Short-wave sets, 
possession of which now constitutes 
a criminal offense in Germany, are 
carefully hidden. Sets are consid­ 
ered fairly safe, for example, con­ 
cealed on bookshelves, behind “Mein 
Kampf” and other N azi'’writings, 
yet many listeners have been a r­ 
rested, and to reduce the danger a

The program s are shaped by the 
two chief aims of the German Op­ 
position; peace and overthrow of 
Hitler. Broadcasts include foreign 
news reports, exposures of the pri­ 
vate lives and corrupt practices of 
leading Nazis, talks on exploitation 
of workers, on the food situation, 
on Germany's economic status, on 
strikes and sabotage acts. 
Daily repetition of “Ten Com­ 
mandments for Germans” impresses 
on listeners the necessity of fighting 
Naziism with all means a t their 
command. “ Work slow,” the audi­ 
ence is admonished. “ Spread the 
truth about H itler and his hench­ 
men, do not tru st the Nazi press, do 
not deposit money in saving banks, 
help victims of National Socialism.” 
Often the station broadcasts the 
names of Gestapo agents posing as 
anti-Nazis. It encouraged anti-w ar 
activities at the time of the Czecho­ 
slovakian 
crisis 
in 
September, 
1938, and again before the present 
war. it fought anti-Semitism by 
unmasking the pogroms of Novem­ 


ber, 1938, as a desperate attem pt by 
the H itler Government to fill its 
empty treasury. 
At the height of the crisis, on 
September IO, 1938, the station 
warned of the imminent danger of 
inflation. 
Withdrawal of savings 
from banks so increased after this 
broadcast th at a government decree 
three days later limited withdraw­ 
als to 30 marks daily. 
Reports on strikes and acts of 
sabotage constitute one of the sta­ 
tion’s most important features. The 
broadcaster comments on individual 
experiences, suggesting improve­ 
ments on the methods used. The 
station claims the number of strikes 
has steadily increased since it be­ 
gan broadcasting. 
Lately arma­ 
ment workers particularly have 
been encouraged to sabotage pro­ 
duction. 
This month the station enters its 
fourth year. The war may well give 
it added significance, and it is not 
impossible th at future historians 
will compare it to the famous Bel­ 
gian underground journal which 
baffled the German Government 
throughout the last war.

SAN FRANCISCO—The first unit 
in San Francisco, as well as the 
first one west of the Rocky moun­ 
tains, of the Federal Housing ad­ 
m inistration’s low 
rental housing 
projects, will be ready for occu­ 
pancy soon. 
It is known as Holly Courts and 
already has attracted the attention 
of 
architects 
and 
realtors 
from 
neighboring states. The project Is 
CO per cent complete and tenants 
will be able to move in by June, 
the USHA has announced. 
The unit consists of 118 new 
hemes, in which the basic relit per 
home will be well under $20 a 
mon til. 
The unit in its entirety consists 
of a “planned village," where every­ 
thing will be found necessary to 
give the promised “break to the 
kids.’’ The village Is surrounded by 
gardens and lawns, while the school 
will have a playground on one sjde 
and a park on the other. 
Only families of low income will 
be eligible as tenants, while those 
now living in slums or sub-standard 
buildings will be moved to the head 
of the list. 
The dwellings in the unit run 
from three and a half to five and 
a half rooms, each with bath. The 
“half” room in each house is the 
dinette, 
which 
combines 
kitchen 
and dining facilities. 
The project .will cost $380,000. The 
homes will be equipped with metal 
sashes, tile or linoleum floors, indi­ 
vidual gas wall heaters and a new- 
stove. 
All utilities will be included in 
the rental charge, totaling about 
$4 a room. Persons with incomes 
under $1,400 a year will be eligible. 
The project is well within the 
limits of San FYancisco. and two 
other projects cf a larger size are 
also under contract. One of these 
is a 4€9-unit project which will be 
erected at a cost of $1,349,900 and 
the other a 772-home project that 
will cost $2,079,352.
